ONTRARY to the general impression, Gene Tunney 
C is by no means the first prominent prizefighter 

who has been blessed with an interest in the 
things of the mind. As a matter of fact there have 
been quite a number of professional boxers of this kind, 
and the most picturesque off the lot, perhaps, is the 
former pugilist who used to be known in the ring as 
Philadelphia Jack O’Brien. 

He was quite a fighter, too. He won the light heavy- 
weight championship of the world when he knocked out 
Bob Fitzsimmons in thirteen rounds at San Francisco 
in 1905. He fought Tommy Burns, Stanley Ketchell, 
Sam Berger—practically all the good ones of his day 
who were anywhere near his own size and weight. 

But even in those years of his activity within the 
squared circle Philadelphia Jack O’Brien was much more 
than a mere bruiser. The sporting writers used to make 


jokes about it from time to time, though they never made 
a joke of O’Brien’s punishing prowess inside the ropes. 
Already he had begun to read, mark, learn and inwardly 
digest many books. While he was still a topnotcher in 
Fistiana he published one entitled “Individual Suprem- 
acy,” which he was supposed to have written with his 
own hand; and those who knew him best were least in- 
clined to doubt that it was actually the child of his 
brain. Recently he has returned to the field of author- 
ship with another work, bearing the simple title “Box- 
ing,” which most undoubtedly came from his pen or type- 
writer. And he is fonder of reading than ever. 

The real name of Philadelphia Jack O’Brien is Joseph 
Hagan. He is really a product of Philadelphia, be- 
tween which city and New York he divides his time. 
For several years he has devoted himself to the physical 
conditioning of persons in need of expert advice on

making and keeping their bodies fit. His New York 
gymnasium is the athletic headquarters of a surprising 
number of people prominent in the literary, theatrical 
and business circles of the metropolis.

Philadelphia Jack O’Brien has never gone in for 
spectacular publicity.

Nor has he styled himself a “gentleman prizefighter,” 
as he is content to be a gentleman without the fanfare 
of trumpets.

INCE “Trelawney of the Wells,” by 
S Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, was first 

produced in London in 1898 it has 
held an unfailing popularity with the 
theatre-going public. Again and again it 
has been revived in England, in America 
and in all other English-speaking lands. 
The professional stage knows it as a play 
that never completely fails, even in the 
most incapable hands, and this explains 
the fact that amateurs also have paid it 
the tribute of constant acting. It has a 
charm. When Sir Arthur’s more solemn 
and pretentious works have long been for- 
gotten (and most of them have arrived at 
that condition already), this fragrant little 
comedy will probably still flogrish as it 
deserves to flourish. It reads as well as 
it acts; it acts as well as it reads. When 
Sir Arthur Pinero wrote it he was writing 
his masterpiece, though he was probably 
unaware of the fact and may not have 
realized it to this day. Authors are notori- 
ously not the best judges of their own 
work, 


Great actresses have played the part of 
Rose Trelawney, the charming, very 
“stagey,”’ rather flighty leading lady of 
the Wells Theatre. Years and years ago 
the present reviewer saw Ethel Barrymore 
in this réle and he has also seen it in other 
interpretations hardly less illustrious than 
hers. With such memories stored away it 
may be imagined that he approached the 
motion picture version of the play with 
something of fear and trembling. Of course 
it might be impossible altogether to spoil 
“Trelawney,” as thousands of amateur 
players know to their comfort, but it was 
much to be desired that the screen trans- 
lation should not make too much of a mess 
of this delightful comedy. 


The fear and trembling soon passed. 
One’s faith in Norma Shearer and one’s 
admiration for her rose to new heights. 
Miss Shearer, of course, is not an Ethel 
Barrymore, and it is extremely unlikely 
that she ever will be. Nevertheless she 
has always been distinguished for her in- 
telligence as an actress. She cannot scale 
the heights and plumb the depths of emo-

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tion; in “Trelawney,” fortunately, there 
is no need for her to attempt to do so. 
But the part does require judgment and 
imagination, and those have always been 
Norma Shearer’s strong points in her 
dramatic work. In a word, Miss Shearer 
has brains, and in creating Rose Tre- 
lawney for the screen she has used them. 

The results are all that could be desired. 
She has realized just exactly the kind of 
theatrical young person that Rose Tre- 
lawney was and she has played the part 
in precisely the right key. Nobody now on 
the screen could have handled it better; 
few indeed could have done it half as well. 

The picture, which has been re-titled 
“The Actress,” will be presented at the 
Capitol Theatre, New York. It will be 
shown throughout the country, and our 
very earnest advice to-all our readers is 
to be sure to see it. If the film as a whole 
does not preserve the atmosphere of the 
original play in its entirety, that was to 
be expected. It does preserve far more 
than past experience would have war- 
ranted one in expecting. 








A distinguished cast was assigned by 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer to support Miss 
Shearer. The part of Arthur Gower, Rose’s 
lover, is enacted by Ralph Forbes. It some- 
how does not quite fit Mr. Forbes, or he 
does not quite fit the part. He smiles too 
much in this réle and is too painfully 
eager to suit the taste of one spectator. 
Owen Moore, however, as Tom Wrench, 
the poor-devil playwright and prompter, 
gives one of the best characterizations of 
his career, which is fairly high praise. 
Roy d’Arcy is seen in an entirely new type 
of réle for him. And that splendid veteran 
of the stage, O. P. Heggie, makes an 
admirable Sir William Gower. Gwen Lee 
is also a pleasant memory as Avonia, the 
gushing bosom friend of Rose. Others 
might be mentioned if space were not a 
stubborn thing. 

“The Actress” is worth seeing. Lovers 
of the play may enter with confidence 
those theatres where the picture is placed 
on view. It will not spoil, but will revive 
and perhaps enrich golden memories of 
“Trelawney cif the Wells.”

MAN OF THE 
WEEK 


























HERBERT HOOVER, 
Republican Candidate for 
the Presidency of the ~ 
United States.

HE expected has happened in 
the nomination by the Re- 


publican Party of Herbert 
Hoover as its candidate for the 
Presidency. For several months it 
has been evident that the tide was 
running strongly in his favor. Dele- 
gations of State after State were in- 
structed for him, and even in States 
like Indiana and West Virginia 
where he was defeated by “favorite 
sons” he made a surprisingly strong 
showing. The only thing that made 
his nomination conjectural was the 
reported disaffection among the 
farmers and the possibility that 
President Coolidge would retreat 
from his many times declared po- 
sition and express his willingness 
again to become the _ standard 
bearer for his party. 

Mr. Hoover is now in his fifty- 
fourth year. He was born in West 
Branch, Iowa, graduated at Stan- 
ford University, Cal., in 1895 and 
went into the engineering profes- 
sion. In 1896 he was the manager 
of mines in New Mexico and Cali- 
fornia, and the following year went 


.to West Australia as chief of the 


mining staff of an Australian cor- 
poration. Two years later he was 
chief engineer of the Chinese Im- 
perial Bureau of Mines. He was 
active during the Boxer Rebellion 
in helping the refugees in Peking. 
From 1902 to 1908 he was a junior 
partner in a mining company in 
London. In the six years following 
he restored the lead industry in 
Burma, built up a zine industry in 
South Australia and revived the iron 
industry in Kyshtum, Russia. 

During the World War his services 
to his country and humanity in 
general were invaluable. He or- 
ganized and directed the Ameri- 
can Relief Committee in Belgium 
and later served as Food Adminis- 
trator for the United States. Fol- 
lowing the war he administered a 
$100,000,000 appropriation for re- 
victualing the exhausted countries 
of Europe. In 1921 he was appointed 
Secretary of Commerce and has 
held that position ever since. One 
of his latest public services was that 
of organizing relief for the Missis- 
sippi flood sufferers. In his present 
post he has dealt with such impor- 
tant matters as coal strikes, com- 
mercial aviation, bankers’ pool plans 
and radio régulation. Few public 
men have had such wide experience. 

Mr. Hoover married Miss Lou 
Henry of Monterey, Cal., in 1899. 
They have two sons, Herbert Clark 
and Allan Henry.

THOMAS BOYD 


SHADOW OF THE LONG 
KNIVES. By Thomas Boyd. 
New York: Scribner’s. $2.50. 


T is a difficult thing to enlist the 
I Sympathy of readers for an 

American-born hero who served 
the British authorities at a time 
when the infant Colonies were 
struggling to achieve their inde- 
pendence. It would be indeed im- 
possible, if that hero had done this 
in full cognizance of the facts. 


But Angus McDermott, the prin- 
cipal character in Thomas Boyd’s 
latest novel, “Shadow of the Long 
Knives,” was a simple soul and lived 
according to his lights. After his 
parents had been slain by Indians 
he, himself a mere child at the time, 
had been adopted into one of the 
tribes and lived with the redskins 
until he was 18 years old. He had 
become familiar with their habits, 
their language and their viewpoint, 
so that Lord Dunmore, the last Brit- 
ish Governor of Virginia, found him 
an admirable intermediary in the 
controversies then going on between 
the Indians and the representatives 
of the British Crown. The sympa- 
thies of McDermott were chiefly 
with the Indians who had substantial 
grievances owing to continued viola- 
tions of their treaty rights. Never- 
theless, blood was thicker than 
water and Angus served his em- 
ployers loyally, although mentally 
deprecating their methods. 


A new element came into his life 
when on one of his expeditions he 
met Charity Wilkinson. A mutual 
attraction sprang up between her 
and the buckskinned messenger. 
Later her father was killed by 
Indians and she and her mother ca- 
ried into captivity. Angus searched 
for her desperately but in vain and 
returned to Virginia. On a subse- 
quent trip he came across Charity, 
whose mother had died, leaving the 
girl with no one to whom she could 
turn. He took her to Detroit and 
they were married. 


Searcely knowing of the revolu- 
tion that was going on beyond the 
Alleghanies, McDermott continued 
his work among the tribes in the in- 
terests of the British. His was a 
one-track mind. He was bewildered 
and indignant when he learned that 
he was regarded as recreant by his 
former associates who had fought 
against the Crown. His final ac- 
quiescence in the new order was 
brought about by his son, who re- 
belled at his father’s point of view. 
The story of a baffled mind trying 
to readjust itself is admirably por- 
trayed in the stirring details of a 
phase of early American history 
which has hitherto been neglected.
